A Proclamation for the execution of the lawes made agaynſt vnlawfull Reteynors, &c, 


Oer mol her policie, asyrepozt alhuche as hane thabuuntirntton of 
| — howe vntuerſally the vnlefull reteynyng ol multi ⸗ 
— — (U E and other ſignes and 
He tokens, contrary to the good a ancient ſtatutes and lawes of this Realme, 
2 doth manifeſtly withdzawe from her Maieſties crowne, the due ſeruices 
AMES t herofficers, tenantes, and ſubtectes, and doth allo playnely hynder tu 
Bice, and diſozder the good policie of the Kealme, by mayntenance of vnle- 
aun ſuites and titles, and by ſtirryng vp, and nouryſhyng of factions , ry- 
ates. and vnletull aſſemblies, the mothers of rebellion, beſydes ſuche other great inconueniences that al- 
ready are ſeene, and moe lykely dayly to folowe, yk ſpeedy remedy be not pꝛouided foz this purpoſe, is mo- 
ued with a molt earneſt intention, to pꝛocure a ſpeedy refozmation thereof. And becauſe her Maieſties 
mtent ts, rather to haue generally hey lawes duely obſerued, and the defaultes quietly refourmed, then 
the great fozfaitures to be leuted, which are due to her Maieſtie, and myght greatly by iuſtice enriche her 
treaſure, ſpecially in the ſtrepght execution of the ſapde lawes, aſwell by the perſons that haue and do vn⸗ 
lefully reteyne others, as alſo by them that are ſo bnlefully reteyned againſt the lawes , Therfoze her Ma⸗ 
lt dtie ot her ſpeciall grace, doth by this her pꝛoclam ation notifte to all perſons, of what eſtate oꝛ degree ſo 
tuer the ſame be, who ſhal alter the rr. dap of febꝛuarp next folowpnag, valetully reteyne, 02 be retey⸗ 
ned, in any ſeruice, by liuerp, badges, o: other token, contrary to the ſtatutes and lawes of this Realme 
therfoze pꝛouided, the ſame ſhall not haue any manner of fattour oz grace of her Maieſtie, foz any ſuche of- 
fence committed agaynſt the ſapde lawes, befoze noz after the ſame twentieth day. And contrarywiſe, who 
ſo tuer ſhall vpon this admonition fozbeare to offende herein, from and after the ſayde twentieth day of 
febmary next, ſhal not be in any wyle impeached at her Mateſties ſuite, noz ſhalfozfaite any thyng to her 
Maieſtie fo: the ſame: And ſo her Pateſties pleaſure is, that all her Juſtices and officers, befoze whom 
any ſuite is, oꝛ ſhalbe commenced, foz any offence committed, 02 to be comitted, befoze the ſaid xx.ot᷑ febꝛu⸗ 
ary, to haue regarde to this her Maieſties gratious diſpenſation, And fo the better execution of the lawes 
and tatutes remaynyng in to:ce againſt any ſuch vnlefull reteyno2s, her Maieſtie chargeth all manner 
ber Juſtices and officers, to whom the execution of the ſame is pꝛeſcribed, to cauſe inquiſition, oz examina- 
non, accoꝛdyng to the ſayde lawes, to be made in all places of the Realme, immedtatly, oz as ſoone as con; 
uentently they may, after the ſayde twentieth day ol Febꝛuary: Ind that all Juſtices of Aſſiſe, and gaole 
deltueries, aſwell in townes cozpozate, a franchiſes, as in any Counties, ſhall at their next ſeſſions haue 
due regarde, by good examination and trtall, that no perſon be tmpanelled in any Jury befoze them, that 
is bnlcful'p retepned, without due refozmation and pumyſbyng of the ſame, foz the better example thereof, 
in their open ſeſſions. And further they ſhall cauſe a ſufficient newe Jury to be charged apart at the ſame 
«lions, diligently foz that only purpoſe, toenquire ofthe poyntes and articles ot᷑ all the ſtatutes beyng in 
foxce, and ſpeciallp of the ſtatute made the thirde peere ol her Maieſties noble graundefather kyng Henry 
the ſeuenth, againſt vnlefull retepnozs, and geue alſo ſome ozder, that (as the trueth maye be therein vn- 
derſtande) ſome good euidence may be geuen to the ſapde Jury in that behalte: Ind that al other thynges, 
bythe care of the ſapde Julkices, may be done, both at their next ſeſſions, and at all other their ſeſſions fo- 
lowyng: whereby the tnconuentences aboue mentioned, may be the moꝛe ſpeedyly refourmed, and the 
lawes hereafter in this behalſe better kept. And to the intent her Maieſtie may be the better ſattſfied in 
ber earneſt deſire, toſeetheeflect of her deſire in this be halle, her Maleltie wylleth, that her ſaide Juſtices | 
of Ade, hall after their next ſeſſions, at ſome conhentent tyme, make repozte to her Pateſtie, of thetr do · 
— ä And further, her Ma⸗ 
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te any other compact, who ſhall require to be diſcharged, fozany offence punyſhable befoze the farde rr. 
meren: thatthey tdalldekoze the layde twentieth day, diſcharge their ade ſeruances ſo buleſul- 
$* | ofthe danger of the lawes : and therbpon the ſayde ſeruantes tall 
nut the layde diſcharge, and hall crafle to weare the badges, oz othertokens wherby they were accuſto- 

nn to be reteyned, bpon payne that yt the ſayde ſeruantes ſhall continue to be reteyned vnlefully in the 
(apde lermrice, o: in wearyng of the tame badges oz tokens, after the ſaide twentieth of Febzuary, they wal 
got be any wyſe fozbozne from punyſhment lor their defaultes committed againt the lawes befoze the ſaid 
ewentieth of Febzuary. Ind fozaſmuch as by the ſayde ſtatute made in the thirde peere of her Maieſtieg 
noble graundefather kyng Henry the ſeuenth, pꝛouiſion is ſpecially made vpon weyghty conſyderations, 
ty gitat penalties of fozfaptures agapnlt ſundzy officers, as Ste wardes, Juditozs, Receauers, and Bay- 
ers. of the Queenes Datefties Honours, Manours, and Landes, and againſt Conſtables, oz Keepers 


of ber Maieſties Caſtels, ardens,Maiders of games, Parkev/3Dcc pr py vs ung veces VARY I YLL YAY 
lies Foreſtes, Chaſes, Parkes, oz Þarrennes, fo; being them ſeiues vnlefully reteyned,oz lo their vn- 
full retrynyng, 02 ſoz ſulleryng to be teteyned. any manner of perſon dwellyng within their ſapde offices 
e: rules, without entourmyng her Mateſtte thereof within fourtte dayes, and allo agaynſt all her Mate ⸗ 
ties farmours, o Tenantes of any of her landes, that are oz halbe vnletully reteyned by any others, vp⸗ 
pon payne of fozfepture ol theit armes: her Dateftie hath thought good, lpectally and particulerly, foz 
tetter infozmation, and to auorde tgnozance, to geue warnyng hereof to all perſons haupng anyluch olli 
as, and to all other beyng her Farmours oz Tenantes, whom the ſayde ſtatute may touche, that they al- 
i do ſpecdyly refourme them ſelues in the offences therin particulerly ſpecified, befoze the ſaide twentieth 
of febyuary, vpon payne that vt they ſhall not ſo do, her Patettie allureth them, that the wyll not in any 
weir remit the lade penalties and fozfaitures, whiche by execution of the ſapde ſtatutes, and other her 
lawes, may duelye and tuſtiye growe to her fo; the offences that are 0; ſhalbe committed befoze the ſayde 
twentieth day of ebꝛuarp, agayult the ſarde lawes and ſtatutes,
